An Official Dreamer. 


Not all dreamers are professional reformers or poets/ One 


occasionally conies to light in high official stations. 
In fact, 


there are too many dreamers in the service of the public for 


• the,good of. the public service. These dreamers come to the 


front with proposed changes and.schemes that are too often 
adopted by careless legislators, and the result is bills of ex- 
pense out of all proportion to the benefits received. 


Among the dreamers, as it seems to us, is P. P. Claxton, 


United States commissioner of education, who has in his bon- 
net what will strike the average man and woman as a good 


1 sized "bug." He thinks the woman teacher is destined to dis- 
' appear from the rural schools, and has already formulated a 


plan for something better, according to his conception of the 
needs of the rural districts. 


Mr. Claxton has evidently heard of the need of more fann- 


ers, and imagines that he has discovered a way to produce 
them. 
This is to discharge the woman teachers of the rural 


schools and fill their places with men. These "teachers" 
should be supplied with farms adjacent to the schools, on 
which they would work when not busy in the schoolroom, as- 
sisted by the pupils, who would not only thereby help to sup- 
port the teacher, but learn lessons in agriculture and how to 
keep the country boys and girls on the farm, the latter being a 
secret that the greatest minds have thus far .been unable to 
discover. 


It would be a great scheme, in the imagination of (his edu- 


cator, but it is one that will never work. Young women are 
doing excellent work as teachers of country schools, as well as 
teachers of city schools, and the idea of turning the country 
school into a kindergarten agricultural college is utterly pre- 
posterous. 
In the farming districts the services of boys and 


girls old enough to do anything on the farm are needed and 
wanted at home. 
They go to school—when they can be 


spared—to learn something besides ho wlo hoe corn and pota- 
toes for the support of the teacher. 


Commissioner Claxton should have another dream. And 


next time it should be that Ihe rural schools are, as a rule, very 
well satisfied with the teachers they have, and that when the 
parents of the children want them to take lessons in practical 
agriculture they will keep them at home, where "Opportun- 
ity" knocks not only once, but every day in the year from the 
time a child is born until he is 21.
